Here are some fun and 
fishy facts about a very pop- 
ular game fish to tens of 
thousands of Michigan an- 
glers: the smallmouth bass: 

The Name Game: Small- 
mouth bass are also known 
as smallies, bronzebacks, 
brown bass, and small- 
mouth black bass. 

Smallie Specifications: 
The smallmouth bass gets 
its name because its jaw 
doesn’t extend past the eye, 
while the jaw of a large- 
mouth bass does. Noticeable 
stripes that slant downward 
from the eye are also almost 
always visible on small- 
mouth. Smallies prefer clear 
and cool water with ideal 
water temperatures of 65 to 
70 degrees F. They frequent 
underwater structures in- 
cluding rocky points, boul- 
ders, submerged logs, and 
steep rock faces. Anglers 
often target these features 
to land more bronzebacks. 

One Studly Sunfish: 
While smallmouth are 
called bass — as are their 
close relatives the large- 
mouth bass — they are found 
in the sunfish family along 
with fish like bluegill, 
pumpkinseed, red-eared 
sunfish, crappie, and rock 
bass. Smallies are the sec- 
ond largest members of the 
sunfish family (Centrarchi- 
dae). The Mitten State, how- 
ever, harbors two fish that 
are in the true bass family: 
white bass and white perch. 

Tackle Busters: Small- 
mouth might be compared 
to that feisty MMA fighter, 
Conor McGregor, in that 
they make it into every con- 
versation about which 
freshwater fish are, “pound 
for pound” the best fighters. 
It’s debatable but others 
that might be assigned to 
the Mt. Rushmore of fight- 
ing game fish could be king 
salmon, steelhead, and 
bluegill. 

Best Baits: Smallmouth 
will bite on many offerings 
but some of the most popu- 
lar include Yamamoto 
Senko soft plastic baits, tube 
jigs, Silver Buddy blade 
baits, buzz baits, and crank 
baits. Don’t forget good ole’ 
“sarden hackle” as smallies 
will often crush a night

hook that’s allowed to 
slowly sink in the water col- 
umn. Another deadly tech- 
nique is the drop shot rig. 
Gaga for Gobies: In the 
Great Lakes system small- 
mouth bass have adapted 
quite well to preying on in- 
vasive round goby fish. Asa 
matter of fact many biolo- 
gists, as well as anglers, 
claim that the unusually 
large smallmouth bass— 
some tipping the scales at 


up to 7 pounds — that are 
now being caught with 
some regularity are bulking 
up on gobies. 

Gasiciel’s Giant: Just a 
few years ago one of the 
longest standing Michigan 
fishing records was shat- 
tered by Greg Gasiciel when 
he landed a 9.33-pound, 24.5- 
inch behemoth smallmouth 
bass on Hubbard Lake. The 
previous record — set 111 
years ago in 1906 — wasa 


9.25-pound, 27.25-inch 
smallie caught in Cheboy- 
gan County’s Long Lake by 
W.F Shoemaker. 

The world record small- 
mouth bass was a whopping 
11 pounds 15 ounces and 
was landed by David Hayes 
from Tennessee’s Dale Hol- 
low Reservoir in 1955. Inter- 
estingly, the catch has been 
cloaked in controversy in- 
cluding an affidavit stating 
that the dock owner added 
lead weight to the catch (un- 
beknownst to Hayes) that re- 
sulted in the temporary 
nullification of Hayes’ 
record. It is, however, back 
on the books as the largest 
smallie taken on hook and 
line. Dale Hollow is the 
land of lunker bronzebacks 
as the three heaviest small- 
mouth ever recorded came 
from that body of water! 

Spawning Statistics: 
Smallmouth begin spawn- 
ing in late spring and early 
summer when water tem- 
peratures hit 60 degrees F A 
large female can lay as 
many as 25,000 eggs. Males 
build the nests and guard 
the eggs and newly hatched 
fry with a vengeance. The 
eggs of smallies are larger 
than those of largemouth 
bass and hatch in as little as 
two days. In about two 
weeks the fry leave their 
dense school and begin feed- 
ing independently on zoo- 
plankton, and eventually 
prey on small insects and 
fish as they grow. 

Simply Sensational 
Smallmouth Angling: In 
2015, In-Fisherman Maga- 
zine ranked Michigan the 
second best bass fishing 
state in the country, sand- 
wiched between two leg- 
endary fisheries in Florida 
and Georgia. This was due, 
in large part, to our unri- 
valed smallmouth fishing in 
places like Grand Traverse 
Bay, Lake St. Clair, and Sagi- 
naw Bay. 

Curious Characters: An 
interesting side note is 
when I do my version of, 
“look and hook” by snorkel- 
ing, the bravest fish I en- 
counter are inevitably bass. 
Smallies will literally come 
right up to your mask as if 
to check you out as much as 
you are them!

ORDINANCE NO. 1-18 


A FRANCHISE, granting to GREAT LAKES ENERGY COOPERATIVE, its successors and assigns, the right, power and 
authority to lay, maintain and operate electric and fiber lines, poles and services on, along, across and under the highways, 
streets, alleys, bridges and other public places, and to conduct a local electric, broadband, and communication business in 
the Township of South Arm, Charlevoix County, Michigan for a period of fifteen years. 

The Township of South Arm ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Grant of Franchise. The Township of South Arm, located in Charlevoix_County, Michigan (the “Township”) hereby 
grants to Great Lakes Energy Cooperative, its subsidiaries, successors, and assigns (the “Company”) consent, permission, right and 
authority is hereby given to construct, lay, operate, maintain, use, and replace electric, fiber, and other communication lines, poles, 
cables, conduits, appliances, buildings and other necessary works, in the highways, streets, alleys and other public places in the 
Township and a non-exclusive franchise is hereby granted to the Company, its subsidiaries, successors, and assigns, to transact local 
business in the Township for the purposes of producing, storing, transmitting, selling, and distributing electricity and broadband 
communication services into and through the Township and all other matters incidental thereto. 


Section 2. Consideration. In consideration of the rights, power and authority hereby granted, the Company shall faithfully 
perform all things required by the terms hereof. 


Section 3. Use of Streets and Other Public Places. The Company, its successors_and assigns, shall not unnecessarily obstruct 
the passage of any of the highways, streets, alleys, or other public places within the Township and shall within a reasonable time 
after making an opening or excavations, repair the same and leave it in as good condition as before the opening or excavation was 
made. The Company, its successors and assigns shall use due care in exercising the privileges herein contained and shall be liable to 
the Township and to every owner of property abutting the Company’s lines or other facilities, for all damages and costs arising from 
the negligence of the Company or its officers, agents, and servants. 


Section 4. Force Majeure. The Company shall not be liable for failure to furnish_service as herein provided, or for any breach of 
the Company’s obligations hereunder, if such failure or breach is caused by acts of God, labor troubles, riot, or any other causes or 
contingencies not reasonably within the control of the Company. 


Section 5. Hold Harmless. The Company shall at all times keep and save the_Township free and harmless from all loss, costs and 
expense to which it may be subject by reason of the Company’s negligent construction and negligent maintenance of the structures 
and equipment hereby authorized. If any action is commenced against the Township resulting from Company’s negligent construction 
and maintenance, the Company shall, upon notice, defend the Township and save it free and harmless from all loss, cost and damage 
arising out of such negligent construction and maintenance. 


Section 6. Effective Date; Term of Franchise; Acceptance by the Company. This Franchise shall take effect the day following 
the date of publication thereof, which publication shall be made within thirty (30) days after the date of its adoption, and shall continue 
in effect for a period of fifteen (15) years thereafter; provided, however, that when this Franchise shall become effective the Township 
Clerk shall deliver to the Company a certified copy of the Franchise accompanied by written evidence of publication thereof as re- 
quired by law, and the Company shall, within sixty (60) days after receipt of the above documents, file with the Township Clerk its 
written acceptance of the conditions and provisions hereof. 


Section 7. Franchise Not Exclusive. The rights, power and authority granted by this Franchise are not exclusive, and nothing con- 
tained herein shall prevent the Township from granting other non-exclusive electric or broadband franchises. 


Section 8. Franchise Revocable. The franchise granted by this ordinance is subject_to revocation upon sixty (60) days written 
notice by the party desiring such revocation. 


Section 9. Effect and Interpretation of Franchise. All other franchises, ordinances and resolutions, and parts thereof, which 
conflict with any of the terms of this Franchise, are hereby rescinded, to the extent of such conflict. The catch line headings which 
precede each section of this Franchise are for convenience in reference only and shall not be taken into consideration in the con- 
struction or interpretation of any of the provisions of this Franchise. 


Section 10. Successors and Assigns. The words “Great Lakes Energy Cooperative” and the “Company,” wherever used herein, 
are intended and shall be held and construed to mean and include both Great Lakes Energy Cooperative and its subsidiaries, succes- 
sors, and assigns, whether so expressed or not.
